At East St. Louis the 
surplus has been reduced from 290° 
to 1600, and at Cincinnati from 1900 
to 800. San Francisco reports a 
surplus of 500 and Philadciphia 450

equality. 

Detroit has a shortage of 4000.

TRAGIC INCINERATION OF 
FRANCO-PRUSSIAN WAR TRO- 
PHIES PREARRANGED. 


By Parke Brown. 
(BY CABLE-—EXCLUSIVE 

BERLIN, June 23 (via Paris. June 
25.)—Cold-blooded, deliberate vo- 
lence showed itself in broad daylight 
on Sunday in two quarters of Ber- 
lin. 

The burning of the French flags 
held as trophies since 1870 was the 
result of a careful scheme matured 
last week. It was not, as supposed 
somewhat generally, an act inspired 
bv the sinking of German wer ves 
sels by their own crews and the cry 
of the wmilitaristse for “another 
stroke.” It was openly executed un- 
der the very noses of the Noske 
guards and almost within the Schad- 
ow of the ſmpertal palaces, within 
sight of thousands. 

Two hours later organized bands 
of plunderers began, systematically 
looting food and clothing steered in 
North Berlin. The civil police asked 
military aid and troops armed with 
rifles, revolvers, machine guns and 
armored cars gave the streets of that 
quarter once more the appearance of 
revolutionary days. But within the 
hearing of the soldiers Spartacist 
orators delivered frenzied speeches 
and defied the government. 

That the destruction of the tro- 
phies of the Franco-Prussian War, 
which the peace terms say particu- 
jarly “must be returned to the 
French,“ was not the result of wild 
resentment was disclosed by employ- 
ees of the army and navy museum, 
from which they were taken.

Early Return of Troops Now 
is in Prospect. 
Imminent Signing of Treaty 
Changes Army Plans.

Military Appropriation Bill 
is Passed hy Senate. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT un! 

WASHINGTON, June 26. — Of- 
fer of service in Europe to recruits 
obtained under volunteer enlistment 
will be withdrawn under orders pre- 
pared by the War Department. The 
policy or sending regular officers 
overseas to relieve those in the 
American Expeditionary Forces al- 
80 will be abandoned. 

This action was said today to have 
resulted from the improved situa- 
tion in Europe growing out of the 
imminent signing of the peace 
treaty. In the orders officers here 
foresaw an early return of all 
troops now abroad, excepting the 
comparatively small American con- 
tribution to the Army of Occupa- 


tion. 

“Troops are now being returned 
ta the United States at, such rate.“ 
said an official announgement, “that 
at the request of Gen. Pershing no 
more Seer will be sent overseas 
except the class of student Meer 
composed of recent graduates of the 
United. States Military Academy, 
echeduled to leave about July 11.” 

At the same time notice was giv- 
en of the withdrawal of pe: mission 
for wives and children of officers 
and enlisted men to go abroad. This 
Was necessitated, the depurtment 
said. by the fact that it will be im- 
possible to say which individual sol- 
diers will be kept overseas until the 
composition of the Army of Occu- 
pation is determined. 

Secretary Baker said today he had 
not been advised from Paris as 
the size of che American army which 
ig to be maintained for the time bo- 


ing in Germany. The fact that the 


Fourth and Fifth divisions of res- 


ulars were definitely slated for re- 
turn in June, until the crisis of last 
week caused the cancellations of 
these plans. is cited here as evi- 
dence that the American forces will 
not be larger than three divisions, 
or about 120.000 men. ‘ 
ARMY BILL I8 PASSED. 
The army appropriation bill car- 
rying $888,.000,000 and providing for 
an average army of 400,000 men 
next year, an increase over the 
House bili of $171,000,000 in funds 
and 100,000 in personnel — wae 
passed late today by the Senate 
without a roll call and sent to con- 


ference. 
Before the passage of the bill. 
Senator Fall, Republican, of New 


Mexico. withdrew his amendnient to 
declare the war with Germany and 
Austria at an end. explaining he ex- 
pected action within a day or two on 
his joint resolution to the same effect 
now before the Foreign Relations 
Committee. 

The Senate, following disposal of 
the army measure, began corsidera- 
tion of the annual naval appropria- 
tion bill, carrying 166.272.600. an 
increase of $45,000,000 over the 
House bill. Passage of the naval 
bill tomorrow ite desired and lead- 
ers. in their effort to enact all ap- 
propriation bills needed by July 1, 
plan then to rush through the 500. 
000,000 sundry civil budget. 

As passed by the Senate the prin- 
cipal items of the army bill are 
$215,.885,.000 for army pay: $523.,- 
991,000 for subsistence, and trans- 
portation: $54,400,000 for aviation, 
an increase of about $30,000,000 
over the House appropriation; 112. 
215.000 for the National Guard: $19,- 
000,000 for ordnance, and $45,000,- 
000 for storage and shipping fa- 
cilities. 

The Senate reduced from 13.260. 
000 to $2,660,000 the appropriation 
for purchase of the Daytor-Wright 
aviation field at Dayton, 0. 

Another amendment adopted and 
re-approved would limit the salary 
of C. W. Hare, in charge of dis- 
posal of surplus war supplies, to 


$12.000 a year, a reduction of 
$13,000. 
During the discussion Senators 


McKellar, Democrat, Tennessee, and 
Reed criticised the manner in which 
war materiale were being disposed 
of by the government and especial- 
ly the surplus of meats, estimated 
to be worth $65,000,000. * 
ASSAILS HARE. 

Senator MeKellar called attention 
to a newspaper tem which said all 
bids for this meat had been rejected 
because they were too low and 
charged that the packers were be- 
ing especially favored by the War 


meat. He asserted that Mr. Hare 
“is the only man in the United

Prominent Men Head a New Company

The California and Mexican

When Mexican tonditions become 
stadilized and development begun 
big trade opportunities will be pre- 
sented. The California and Mexicaa 
ecmpany plans to increase its ca- 
pacity by building more boats to 
keep pace with the trade demands.

ARMADA TO SAIL JULY 15. 


Secretary Daniels May Review Pacific 
Fleet at This Harbor. 


WASHINGTON, June 25.—The re- 
cently-created Pacific fleet, now be- 
ing organized from vessels hereto- 
fore forming a part of the Atlan- 
tic forces, will sail from Hampton 
Roads for the west coast between 
July 15 and 20, Secretary Daniels 
announced today. Mr. Daniels prob- 


ably will be a passenger on one of 
the warships. 


The super-dreadnaught New Mex- 
ico will fly Admiral Hugh Rodman's 
as flagship of the Pacific fleet 
and the Penmsylvania will remain 
flagship of the Atlantic fleet. The 
composition of the two fleets, Sec- 
retary Daniels announced, will be 
made public within a few days. 

The fleet upon reaching the west- 
ern coast will visit San Diego, Los 
Angeles, San Francisco and proba- 
bly will make the last stop at Pu- 
get Sound. Secretary Daniels, if 
able to make the trip, will visit the 
Pacific Coast naval yards and es- 
tablishments with a view to mak 
ing recommendations to Congress 
next December for necessary 
changes. 

In announcing the date of de- 
parture of the Pacific fleet from 
Hampton Roads, which ia about a 
month earlier than previously con- 
templated, Secretary Daniels said he 
had planned on visiting the Pacific 
Coast in August ang that he, there- 
fore, would make every effort to go 
with the fleet in order to study the 
scope of contemplated improvements 
of naval fatilities at the Panama 
Canal. It was learned at the Navy 
Department that extensive changes 
would be necessary in the "aval es- 
tablishment at the Canal Zone, es- 
pecially on the Pacific side, to take 
care of the greatly augmented Pa- 
cific fleets. 

When it was first decided to make 
the Atlantic and Pacific fleets of 
equal size and strength, the plan 
was to send all of the oil-burning 
ships to the west coast and to keep 
the coal-burning vessels in the At- 
lantic, due to the geographical dis- 
position of the nation’s fuel re-

FOR AID OF FRANCE. 


L. N. BRUNSWIG RECIPIENT OF 
HANDSOME TESTIMONIAL 
FROM COMPATRIOTS. 


In acknowledgment of his untir- 
ing efforts for the relief of suffering 
France during the war period, a 
handsome testimonial, made public 
vesterday, was presented by promi- 
nent members of the French colony 
in Los Angeles to L. N. Brunewig of 
this city, on the eve of his departure 
for Europe to labor in behalf of 
the American Committee for Devas- 
tated France. 

He is California chairman for the 
committee and has conducted a 
campaign for $200,000 to help make 
No Man's Land somebody's home. 
The testimonial declares the first re- 
lief in the devastated districts evacu- 
ated last fall came from Los Angeles 
through Mr. Brunswig’s efforta 

The testimonial recites how Mr. 
Brunewig, in August, 1914, founded 
the French Red Cross of the Pa- 
cific Coast States, and how, through 
his work, more than $200,000, in 
cash and materials, was forwarded 
to the French Red Cross and to 
hospitals, dispensaries and relief so- 
cleties, Subsequently, wide co-oper- 
ation of American women of the 
West was enlisted in the work. 

Then the American field ambu- 
lance service appealed to Mr. Bruns- 
wig for co-operation and he for- 
warded funds for the purchase of 
twenty-seven ambulances that cost 
$1600 each. Subsequently, Mr. Bruns- 
wig was commissioned by Andre 
Tardieu, high commissioner ef 
France at Washington, to obtain a 
aection of twenty ambulances for the 
French army. Eleven were in serv- 
ice when the armistice was signed. 

Another project consummated by 
Mr. Brunswig was the sending of the 
French relief ship, that carried 1000 
tons of food and 5600 tons of clothing 
frem Los Angeles Harbor. 

The Fatheriess Children of France 
Society, of which Mr. Brunswig is 
president for the Pacitic Coast divi- 
sion, comprising eleven States, has 
been the medium of the adoption of 
15.900 French orphans. 

Just before his departure he was 
called on by the American Memoria! 
Hospital Society, at Rheims, and 
promised three beds will be endowed 
here. 

Moreover. the memorial recites, 
Mr. Brunswig has sacrificed large 
commercial interests and even 
health in his unselfish work. '
